He was 
named for hi# father and became: the idol 
of he household. Everything that wealth 
could supply was lavished on the boy. 

When the boy Was in his sixteenth year 
he was taken abroad by his parents. He 
had never been very vigorous, and it was 
hoped that the European trip would benefit 
him. But while théy were at Florence, 
Italy, the boy fell ill of typhoid fever and 
died. 


Founding of University. 

At that time Stanford was governor of 
California. For days he sat at the dying 
boy’s bedside, refusing to leave him for 
an instant. At last, worn to exhaustion, 
the father fell asleep. In hia troubled 
dreams he said afterward that he heard 
his son say distinctly: 

“Father, don’t say you have nothing to 
Iive for. Live for humanity.” 

That dream inspired the founding of the 
now great Leland Stanford, Junior, Uni- 
versity at Palo Alto, Cal. Senator Stan- 
ford was firm in the belief that his son had 
spoken to him in the vision, and on his 
return to California’ he immediately set 
about carrying out the idea of “living for 
humanity” by founding and richly etdow- 
ing an institution that should serve as a 
lasting memorial to his son. 

But, as many millions as Senator Stan- 
ford gave to the university, his widow 
proved the greater benefactor. It was well 
understood that she had practically turned 
over nearly the whole of the vast Stan- 
ford estate, retaining only enough to main- 
tain herself in comparative comfort. 

Mrs. Stanford drew.,a great deal of 
criticism on herself a few years ago be- 
cause, as it was said, she insisted on her 
right to interfere in the academic freedom 
of certain members of the faculty of the 


university, 
Clew Is Sought.

SEALED lS FATE 


Jury Convicts Fraga of Murder 
From Missive Clutched in 
Woman’s Hand. 


PROOF HE ATTACKED HER 


Ten Years for Mexican Who Shot 
Julia Lamb—Met at the 
Fair. 


Charles Fraga, who killed Mrs. Julla 
Lamb, whom he had introduced at the 
rooming house where he lived, 3210 Locust 
street. as his wife, as the result of a 
quarrel over a letter written to her by a 
member of the Filipino band at the World's 
Fair, was found guilty of murder in the 
second degree by a jury im Judge Foster's 
court Thursday morning and sentenced to 
ten years in the penitentiary. The crime 
was designated as second-degree murder, 

The letter, which was the direct cause 
of the woman's death, was the one link of 
evidence that convinced the jury that 
Fraga had shot the woman, and not that 
she had shot him and was ‘herself shot in 
a struggle over the weapon after he had 
been wounded. This fatal missive, which 
was found wet with her blood, tightly 
clutched in her right hand, the jury decid- 
ed in their deliberations, precluded a pos- 
sibility of her having just used the weapon 
found beside Fraga. 

Fraga, just discharged from the Mexi- 
can army. came to St. Louis a little more 
than a year ago, lured here by the pros- 
pects of the World's .Fair. About the 
same time John Delabas, a countryman, 
came here. Both men met Mrs. Lamb, 
then living with her husband and two 
children in South 8t. Louls. Both admired 
her, and she encouraged them. One night 
Fraga went to the Lamb  neghborhood, 
hoping to meet Mrs. Lamb, instead he met 
Delebas. There were angry words and a 
fiash of knives. Fraga was taken to the 
hospital, seriously wounded, and Delebas 
arrested. Delabas was sent & the peni- 
tentiary for two years. 

Fraga had been living at the Locust 
street house more than a month before he 
introduced Mrs. Lamb there as his wife, 
Sept. 29. 

Oct. 2 the roomers at 
awakened by six pistol shots from the 
Fr room’‘in the basement. Fra was 
found with three bullet wounds in the 
breast, apparently dying. Mrs. Lamb was 
lying on the hed clutching a-letter from a 
member of the Filipino band. She had been 
shot three times; any one of the bullets 
would have made a fatal wound. 

It was more than a month before the 
physicians at the City Hospital were sure 
that Fraga would recover. At his trial 
Wednesday he testified that Mrs. Lamb 
came to the room «after wey t and they 
quarreled over the letter. became 
angry, and grabbing his eévelver from the 
table, shot him three times. He fell un- 
conscious, but recovered a moment later 
and sought to wrest the weapon from her. 
In the struggle the revolver was discharged 
three times, each bullet striking Mrs. 


Lamb. 

The jury disregarded this evidence, he- 
cause of the mute evidence of the blood- 
stained letter.

ILL ONE ANOTHER 


Many Workingmen Slain in Mos- 
cow Riots—Police Threaten 
to Join in Walkout. 


MOSCOW, March 2.—Many workingmen 
have been killed in a fight among them- 
selves in the -Orechow Sujewo manufac- 
turing district. 

The, riot was due to an attempt by one 
faction of the strikers to prevent a more 
aggressive body from destroying property 
and assaulting manufacturers. Troops have 
been sent to the scene of the disturbance. 

The Siberian railroad line has been so 
seriously crippled by strikes that no trains 
have left for Biberia in nine days. 

The Moscow, St. Petersburg and Klioff 
police have agreed, it is said, to join the 
strikers as soon as the railroad troubles 
are apparently at the very worst.

Property Guard at Workhouse 
Testifies in Investigation of 


Former Prisoner’s Charges. 


P. J. Bradley, property guard at the 
workhouse, appeared before Acting Mayor 
Hornsby Thursday as a witness in the in- 


vestigation into the charges made by Harry 
Miller, a former workhouse prisoner. 

Miller, who was sent to the prison for 
beating his wife and was paroled last 
week, says he gave a guard $10 io keep 
frony being shackled.

Bradley took with him the records show- 
ing the money Miller had when he entered 
the workhouse, the amounts he drew and 
the amount given him when he left.

$1, a total of $31.50. When he left he was 
given the balance of $8. 

Miller does not dispute the record except 
that $10 was given immediately to the 
guard to prevent him from being shackled.

FRESH WATER IN. SALT LAKE 


New Railroad Cut-off Threatens 
Popularity of One of Utah's 
Chief Attractions. 


Special to the Pest-Dispatch, 


DENVER, Colo., Mar. 2.—Are the waters 
of the Great Salt Lake becoming freshened 
through the construction of the great Og- 
den-Lucin cutoff of the Southern Pacific? 

Engineers of the railroad are much puz- 
zied over this matter. It is declared that 
the waters north of the cutoff, which in 
times beyond the memory of man have 
been bitterest brine, are gradually becom- 
ing sweetened. Experts are unable to ac- 
count for the phenomenon. 

The freak is the subject of much discus- 
sion fround Union Pacific headquarters in 
Denver. So far none of the local officials 
has been able to explain it. 

One theory is that the Bear Spring river, 
which flows into the great salt sea near 
Ogden, is forcing the briny water beyond 
the cutoff. This stream is about 300 feet 
wide and is of the sweetest in Utah. It 
pours an immense volume of water into the 
lake daily. It is argued that the embank- 
ments and -piles of the cutoff check the 
flow of the salt water. Thus the sweet 
water of the river flowing into the north- 
ern end of the lake is kept sweet and 
pure.

California Visitors to Allow Reap" | 
ing Harvest Which Is Estimat- 
ed at $15,000,000.

SAN FRANCISCO, March “.—The Califor- 


nia fever, as it has been termed, has struck 
eastern people harder than ever before and 
overland passenger officials assert this wil 
be the banner year for travel into the 
(+ iden state. Winter tourists have becn 
reuring into the state for the last 35 days, 
especially into southern California. The 11 
daily westward overland trains of two 
reads alone have been bringing an aggre- 
gate of 1000 tourists into the state for 723 
days past and are still keeping up that 
figure. 

The total winter tourist travel, in ihe 
crinion of these rounds’ officials, will be 
fully 15,000 in excess of last year, or a iv- 
tal of 60,000 people. Ali these people are 
buying in the East a $110 round trip ticket, 
good for nine months and with many stop- 
over privileges.

PRESIDENT TO GET MORE PAY 


Next Congress Likely to Increase 
Salary to $100,000, With Pen- 


sion After Retirement.

WASHINGTON, March the

Downtown Oorners Were 
Jammed With Vehicles. 


St. Louls groped and staggered and 
struggled Thursday morning through the 
worst fog of the year. 

It was a fog that was three parts mist 
and seven parts smoke. It rolled over the 
city before a light south wind and held St. 
Louis in its grasp for nearly three hours. 

It was an exasperating fog—one that got 
into the lungs and eyes and refused to be 
penetrated by any kind of rays. The sun 
tried to get through but the best it could 
was to look like a stage moon. Street 
car lights were invisible 20 feet away, and 
at 10 feet were merely small red glows. 
Street signs were useless. 

Traffic of all kinds was delayed in every 
part of town. The half-hour street car 
trip became one of 45 or 50 minutes, and 
Wagons and buggies groped along without 
regard for the average rate of progress. 

The fog began about daylight, but did 
not grow serious in the central part of 
the city until nearly 7 o'clock. Then great 
volumes of factory smoke dr/‘ted into con- 
junction with the mist and settled down for 
a lingering stay. 

Soon after 7 o’clock_it was at its worst, 
and remained so until 8:30. It was difficult 
for street car passengers to read even the 
“for rent’ signs in windows along the 
Street, while it was impossible to distin- 
guish any object, however huge, as much 
as half a block away. " 

Street cars ran at but little more than 
half speed. All lights were on, but motor- 
men could not see the lights of the car 
in front if it was more than two car lengths 
away. This made it necessary to run very 
slowly, for at any moment there was a 
probabi'i:y that the rear lights of a pre- 
ceding car wou'd loom angrily just in front 
of the car: following. 


SEVEN PASSENGERS HURT

Seven persons, including he members of 
the crew, were slightly injured when south- 
boundsCherokee car No. ‘8983 jumped the 
track op the curve that leads into Ninth 
street from Park avenue early Wednesday 
evening.

Bast St. Louis was in probablv a worse 
condition from the fog than was St. Louis. 
The characteristice and duration were the 
same, “but across the river there seemed 
to be more of the soft-coal element. 

At 8:30 o'clock, there was a slight lift- 
ing of the fog in the downtown district, 
but the hope of an immediate dissination 
of it was short-lived. Some of the mist 
rolled away, and it became possible to 
gee for a distance of almost a block. That 
remained the condition of things until 
nearly 10 o'clock.

CLEAR WALKS OF SNOW

men students in the college of liberal arts 
of Northwestern University earn all or 
part of the money to pay their way 
through sclrool.

The industry of the Northwestern stu- 
dents, who find time to do all kinds of 
work and keep up their studies and social 
duties, too, became known through a cen-

ly half of the men In the college, and the 
result of their labors will be published in 
the spring announcement of the university.

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MONTGOMERY IK 
LUCK THIS YEAR 


Prevalence of Winter Racing This 
Season Increases Number of 
Entries in Big Handicap. 


For the Montgomery handicap the field 
promises to be larger this spring than it 
has ever been before. The stake closed 
with 99 entries, and 20 of that number have 
been declared out. Last year there were 88 
horses named for the stake, and 31 were 
declared out. This year there were ll 
morc nominations and 11 less declarations. 

The chief reason for expecting a large 
field is that so many of the horses named 
heve been racing during the winter. In 
past years many of the horses entered for 
the event have not faced the starter for 
the reason that it was found impossible to 
get them ready. 

During this winter six tracks in 
operation, and this gave the owners and 
trainers plenty of opportunity to prepare 
their horses for an early campaign.

St. Lou!s women, sitting as a jury upon 
the questions of the elementary causes of 
divorce, here give their views through the 
Post-Dispatch. 

The verdict is unanimous that the 
portion of divorces to marriages is entire- 
ly too great and that the public attitude 
toward divorces is radically wrong. 

There is less unanimity of opinion as to 
the elementary causes for the unusual 
number of divorces. Lack of regard for 
the religious feature of the matrimonial 
contract, a general disposition toward fiip- 
pancy, foolishly romantic notions which 
lead to the heroizing of eloping couples 
when they should be made to feel the 
gravity of their offense, a lack of strict- 
ness on the part of both church and state 
in authorizing marriages and in making 
divorces easy, are among the causes 81Vv~ 
en. Following are some opinions given by 
St. Louis women: 


Make Divorce Harder to Get. 


MISS FLORENCE HAYWARD, foreign 
Worid's Fair commissioner, . 343 North 
Spring -avenue: These divorce statistics 
are alarming enough and yet in one Tre- 
spect they are misleading and unfair. Be- 
cause there is one divorce to every four 
marriages in San Francisco does not mean 
that the standard of morality in that cit 
is abnormally lower than in vthers. t 
means simply that a great number of un- 
happy couples go from other states to ob- 
tain their freedom in California, where 
the divorce laws are very lax. New York 
is as bad as any city in the country and 
‘et the statistics make that city out to 
Se comparatively moral in this respect. 
The reason is that New York has very 
strict divorce laws. Consequently New 
Yorkers go outside of their state for their 


’ s. 
Sreree individual action 


This shows — any 
undertaken by ifferent states toward 
making divorce laws more stringent will 
be productive of little good. What we 
need is a national uniform divorce law. 
Ten or fifteen years ago. when the famous 
bankruptcy bill was passed, I remember 
telling Mr. Torrey that the next most im- 


pro- 


rtant thing for the country to do was to 
>ase a oniferm divorce bill. He laughed 
at the idea, but I thought then such a 
thing was possible and I still think so 

The people wanted the bankruptcy law 
and they got it. When the people want a 
national divorce law they will get it. Their 
morality is tested by whether they want it; 
or not, 

I have not gone deep enough into the 
study of divorces to be able to give my 
opinion as to what the exact nature of 
the law should be. On one hand I disap- 
prove of a law which would make divorce 
altogether impossible, because there are 
cases where a mere legal separation is not 
desirable. But I would have the present 
divorce laws remodeled so that divorces 
would be much more difficult to obtain. 
We could very well imitate England in 
granting all of our divorcees provisionally, 
that is, in making them no more than le- 
gal separations until after a certain time, 
a year or so, when the judge may finally 
decide whether there exists good cause for 
absolute divorce. 

TI think it incumbent upon clergymen of 
all denominations, who are lawmakers in 
one sense, to consult with legislators of all 
states, who are lawmakew.in another 
sense, in deciding on a solution for this 
national disgrace. 


Romance and Independence. 

MRS. JANE LINDSAY, 3836 “Lindel! 
boulevard: I think the prevalence of di- 
vorces is a result not only of loose legis- 
lation, but laxity of opinion among the 
people. In the old days, under the old 
regime, weddings were events of import- 
ance. The preparations were in progress 
for weeks. he coming event was the main 
topic of conversation among all of the 
friends of the contracting parties. Now 
weddings are frequently very quiet and 
often take place at a moment's notice. 
Among the orer classes girls marry men 
they. know little about, acting on romantic 
impulses engendered by ee ro- 
mances. In the higher walks of society 
there is too much independence between 
husband and wife. The wife leads the life 
of the woman’s club and the husband has 
his own club life. In this they are going 
contrary to the old and solid principle that 
affection is founded upon mutual depend- 
ence of husband and wife, and they drift 


apart. ® 
The prevailing laxity of public opinion is 
f Fh inal: 


exemplified by the oqeuennsss fference 
with which society looks upon divorce, I 
remember when there was only one di- 
vorced woman in St. Louis society and al- 
though she had had the best of reasons for 
getting a divorce, she was practically os- 
tracised. 

One reason for divorces is that young 
people frequently get married who are ill- 
prepared and the consequences is that they 
are obliged to live with their parents. Dis- 
sensions arise because a joint establish- 
ment never succeeds. 


Absence of Religion. 
MRS. EDWIN HARRISON, 3741 West- 
minster place: I am a church woman and 


consequently look upon divorce with ab- 
horrence. do not believe that tha state 
should nt absolute divorces at all, al- 
though } realize that separations are fre- 
quently necessary. | regard marriage as 
@ sacrament and consequentiy and there- 
fore I consider the prevention of divorces 
as of the greatest im tance. Age long 
as marriage is regarded as simply a con- 
tract without the religious element, it is 
bound to be frequently broken, as all nat- 
ural contracts are. A uniform national 
divorce law would be an improvement 
over the present divergent state iaws. Bet- 
ter legislation in one state or in indi- 
vidual states cannot be productive of any 
material improvement. 


State, Church and People. 

MRS. WALTER BD. FISCH 3841 
Washington avenue: The causes of the 
many divorces are three-fold.
